1o parstance of this
law President Harrison bLlished seven-
teen reservallons comprising 17,600,000 neres
of land in the stateas of Colorado, New Mex-
lco, California, Arizona, Wyoming, Oregon
and Washingtaon,

In like manner on the 224 of Fehruary
President Clevaland apart thirtden
ditlonal resadrvatlons, aggregating 21,370,400
acres, in South Dihkota, Wyoming, Montana,
Idaho, Washington, Californian and Utah.
This was donwm on the recommendation of a
forestry commisston of the National Acad-
emy of Bclence, 4n which the secretary of
tha Interlor Joined.

The people of the Black Hills, In
Dakota, hnve been greatly stirred up in
congequence . of  the reservation made In
that region, and- are protesting against it
on the ground that many seitlers already
occupy a4  Targe'portion of the lands thus
set apart, and, méreover, that they are min-
eral lands of great resources and therefors
not properly 1o be reserved.,

Where there I8 sp serlous a protest there
certpinly should be a re-exapination made
of the question, so that no wrong may be

Jeet intended, 1t s not the timber value of
these forest areas which is the chiel con-
sliloration, great as that may be. The prin
eipal and enduring benefit to be derived
trom the protection of these forests is thoe
conservation of molsture, so that the moun
taln streams will not torrents once a
your, but gradual feeders all the time of the
rivers. The great prolem of the arld re-
glon wherein these reservations lle Is water
and ts preservation for agricultural pur-
pose Without water the land s usele
and without the preservation of tho foreata
there cen be no sufficient ‘water supply.

Now, here |ls where the general govern-
ment supervision of the forests fails, A
few timber thieveas here and there can he
presecuted, but the great foe of the forests
Is not the ax but fire. A few years ago the
giummit of the Big Horn mountwin in Wyon-
ming wns a mass of Nre, raging with vio-
lence for many doys., Pafore [t was egtin-
pulshed more timber was destroyed and
greater injury infiicted on the water supply
than woodsmen could Joftot In a lifetime
Theso forest fires are happening all the time
and 4t 1s only by the most cot nt vigllance
and care that they ean be prévented or llm-
ited in thelr ravages. The government has
no body of [oresiers to patrol Lhe foresis,
but in the maln depends upon a  few

whoee chie! busine it ls L
those who violate the timber
s forestw will never be preserved as
